Scene of the Accident a Small Town 
Near Tolsdo — Others In the Ma- 
chine Have a Close Call. 


Toledo. O.. Alii,'. 10—Father George 


Valiey. pastor of St. Columbian's par- 
i.-h. Cleveland, and Charles \V. Pohl- 
maim, a wealthy importer and mer- 
chant tailor of the Forest City, wera 
instantly killed when an automobile 
plunged over a steep embankment on 
the Mitchaw road, two and a half 
miles west of Sylvania. near this ciiy. 
Mrs. 
Charles \V. 
Pohlmann. 
her 


daughter Florence and F. C. Dietzel. 
a Cleveland dentist, were in the tour- 
ing car. but were saved from injury 
by 
the 
high 
back 
of 
the 
car. 


The automobile landed at the bot- 
tom of the embankment, bottom side 
up. 
The pttest's head was crushed 


between the edge of the car and a 
huge stone. Mr. Pohlmann. who was 
driving the machine, was entangled 
in the steering gear, the wheel crush- 
ing into his chest. 
Death came to 


Father Vahey instantly and Mr. Pohl- 
mann lived less than a minute. Pohl- 
mantfs neck was probably broken and 
his chest crushed. 


The scene of the accident was at 


the 
Eley bridge across Ten 
Mile 


creek, two and a half miles west of 
Sylvania. About 20 feet west of the 
bridge is a deep hole in the middle of 
the road, stretching nearly across. 
The hole was full of water, and just 
after crossing the bridge ~lr. Pohl- 
mann guided his machine over to the 
left side of the road to avoid the hole. 
The sides of the embankment at that 


point are thickly lined with shrub- 
bery and small trees, and the party 
did not realize that they conccaled'a 
steep bank. 
The front wheel of the 


machine went over the edge of the 
embankment just' as the rear wheel 
struck the edge of the hole In the 
road. The jumping of the rear whet-la 
in the hole tossed the machine over 
the embankment. 


Dead Pastor Well Known. 


Cleveland. 
O.. Aug. 
10. — Rev. 


George J. Vahey. who with Charles 
\V. Pohlmann was killed in the auto- 
mobile accident near Toledo, was one 
of the best-known priests in the state. 
He was ordained in 1S^7 and was 48 
years of age. 
He came to Cleveland 


from Boston. Ten years ago he took 
charge of St. Columbkill parish, one 
of the largest and most important par- 
ishes in the city. Mr. Pohlmann was 
a tailor, 45 years old.
